Gentlemen: 

Your  petitioners*  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  respectfully 

petition  the  Plan  Commission  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 

Port  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  to  vacate  a certain  alley  located 

within  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  more  particularly  described 

as  follows s The  public  alley  lying  next  South  of  and  parallel  to  Wood 

Avenue  and  East  of:  Wells  Street,  being  approximately  177  feet  long  and 

10  feet  wide,  and  bounded  as  follows: 

On  the  West  by  the  East  line  of  Wells  Street;  on 
the  North  by  the  South  lot  line  of  Lots  5,  7,  8, 

9,  and  10  in  Woods'  Place  Addition  to  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  on  the  East  by  the  West 
line  of  an  alley  running  perpendicular  to  Wood 
Avenue;  and  on  the  South  by  the  North  Lot  Line 
of  Lots  1 and  4 in  Woods’  Place  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Your  petitioners  further  represent: 

1.  That  they  are  the  fee  simple  owners  of  Lots  1,  ^ 4, 

5S  6.  7.  8,  9,  and  10  in  Woods  Place  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 
That  the  alley  to  be  vacated  is  completely  surrounded  by  said  Lots  and 
that  your  petitioners  are  the  sole  owners  of  the  real  estate  which  abuts 
on  said  alley.  The  alley  lies  east  of  Wells  Street  and  between  and 
parallel  to  Wood  Avenue  and  Superior  Street  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

That  the  alley  is  not  now  nor  never  has  been  used  as  a public  alley. 

2.  That  there  is  no  other  person,  within  the  knowledge  of 
these  petitioners,  who  might  be  interested  in  the  requested  vacation, 
since  the  alley  is  not  now  being  used  as  an  alley,  and  since  no  other 
persons  property  abuts  on  said  alley.  That  there  is  an  alley  which  runs 
perpendicular  to  the  alley  sought  to  vacated,  and  connects  therewith, 
and  which  enters  and  exits  on  Wood  Avenue,  but  that  the  vacation  of  the 
alley  herein  requested  will  in  no  way  disturb  or  change  the  condition 

of  the  alley  running  from  Wood  Avenue  to  the  North  lot  line  of  Lot  No. 

1 in  Woods'  Place  Addition.

That  the  alley  sought  to  be  vacated  is  not  needed  for 
ingress  or  egress  or  the  right-of-way  to  your  petitioner  or  to  any 
of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Fort  WayBe;  that  it  is  your  petitioners 
belief  that  the  vacation  of  said  alley  will  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
all  citizens  of  this  community;  that  your  petitioners  further  represent 
that  said  alley  is  not  necessary  nor  advantageous  in  any  manner  to 
the  growth  of  this  City;  that  the  vacation  of  said  alley  will  not  leave 
any  real  estate  within  this  City  without  ingress  or  egress.  Your 
petitioners  believe  that  the  vacation  of  the  said  alley  will  enable 
your  petitioner  to  make  more  advantageous  and  proper  development  of 
the  business  properties  located  adjacent  thereto. 

4.  That  your  petitioners  have  sold  all  of  the  above-mentioned 
lots  to  a prospective  buyer,  who  intends  to  erect  a large  domtierc^al 
building  upon  said  real  estate,  which  will  greatly  inprove  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  and  the  benefit  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  but  that 
said  commercial  building  cannot  be  erected  without  the  vacation  of  the 
above -described  alley. 

5.  That  your  petitioner  has  filed  simultaneously  with  the 
filing  of  this  Petition,  a petition  for  vacation  of  the  alley  herein 
described,  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
and  submits  herewith  for  the  use  of  the  Plan  Commission  a Notice  of 
Public  Hearing  and  a Resolution  for  the  use  of  the  Plan  Commission  and 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

6.  That  this  petition  is  being  filed  in  accord  with  and  in 
pursuance  of  Section  44  of  Chapter  174  of  the  Acts  of  1947  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  as  amended  by  Section  3 of 
Chapter  385  of  the  Acts  of  1963  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  (Burns  Indiana  Statutes  Annotated  1964  Replacement, 

Section  53-744) 

WHEREFORE,  your  petitioners  respectfully  request  and  petition
